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What About Social 

Credit in Canada? 


This scries is an explanatoiii 
of the Douglas Social Credit 
Plan. Mr. Williams, (W.) a Soc¬ 
ial Credit advocate, is explain 
ing the plan to hi 8 friend, Mr 
Jones (J.) The scene is Mr. 
William’s home, and the conver 
sation takes place during an 
evening visit ? 

By following this series to 
the conclusion the render will 
clearly understand the problem 
which faces Canada. 

. NUMBER 5 

J. "Well, if it is really true 
the banks create* what they lend, 
why do they advertise for sav 
ings accounts. Why aie they so 
anxious to get money if they 
dont lend money?” 

W. "In answer to that I would 
say that it is best explained 
by an illustration. You know 
that a bank is supposed to be 
able to pay out currency or leg¬ 
al tender for all claims. That is 
if you take a cheque and instead 
of depositing it, you asked for 
cash, the theoretical rule is 
that the bank is obligated to 
pay you in cash. Of course if 
everybody did that at the same 
time no bank would be solvent. 
That is what happened in Eng¬ 
land at the beginning of the 
war. People began drawing 
gold What happened? Tha i ov 
eminent had to step in and de¬ 
clare a moratorium. It was ar¬ 
ranged to print a paper money 
called Treasury Note a and these 
were given out in place of irold. 
Any bank would fail if rll the 
people who had claims upon it 
presented these claims at the 
same time and demands cash. 
That is why it makes me smile 
to read and to hem public 
men talking about the stability 
of the Canadian banks. Thi„ is 
duq to 110 merit of the banks: it 
is due to the self restraint ol 
the Canadian people who trust 
them. If the trust is there the 
banks are sale. 

But to get back to your quest¬ 
ion as to why they j dvertise for 
savings deposits. The reason is 
that tile more cash they have 
the larger amount of business 
they can safely do in granting 
loans and allowing overdrafts. 
You know ft bank considers it 
safe in normal times to lend up 
to eight or nine times the am¬ 
ount ot ils cash. That is, for 
(|/ery 3100 you have with the 
bank they can lend $300 oi 
$900.” 

J "Oh Yeah Why not $2000 
<. $3000?” 

W. "Now dont be funny!' It is 
not a joke: it is a fact' .The lim¬ 
it iff set, not by any legal enact¬ 
ment. but solely by experience 
of what they have found to be 
safe and practicable. The reas¬ 
on it is limited to eight or nine 
times is because by experience 
they have found that this ratio 
provides a safe margin in nor¬ 
mal times. That is, out of every 
$900 that is 1 aped not more 
thru 3 >00 would bo called for 
i:i actual cash and the rest 
would be deposited, thus the 
whole thing resolves itself intc 
a bock keeping transacts i\.” i 

J. “That reminds me. I hoard 
somebody once say Hut bankinf 
was only book-keeping.” 

W. “Yc, that’3 right. But to 
get on with your nuestion Yoi 
can see that if all the persons 
who receive cheques simply dep 
osited them without cvai dem¬ 
anding cash the bflnhcv con' 
r.nt'plv create -’d lend anv '.in- 
ount. But the fact is that there 
are some transactions in which 
'-i ie wil call for cash. For 
instance, most employers have 
ee-u t> their week¬ 
ly wags bills. Now the mor f 
r -.sh the bank has, the 
the amount of credit it can cr¬ 
eate on that bass and the larger 
the amount it can lend. Incid¬ 
entally, the more profits it will 
make.

SALT HASTENS FATTENING 

Tile part played by scientific 
feeding in raising hogs has be¬ 
en vividly demonstrated by the 
Dominion Governmental Station 
at Lacombe, Alta Through tests 
conducted during the past six 
years it was found that, if pigs 
are fed salt regularly the time 
necessary to bring the animals 
to market weight and high 
finish ca n be reduced by one- 
third. 

Hogs given salt in the prop¬ 
ortion of two and one-half lbs. 
to 100 lb, of moil gained an av¬ 
erage of 1.7 lb. a day, while 
those not getting the salt rat¬ 
ion gained only .7 lb a d,v. The 
time necessary to finish the 
hogs was reduce 1 from 190 tr 
125 days through the regular 
feeding of salt. 

In addition t) the saving of 
feed, which amounts t) more 
than two thousand pounds, is 
the fact that hogs which are 
early finished arc of higher 
quality for the production of 
bacon. There i* a better distrib 
ution of fat and lean required 
for bacon of good quality and 
texture, so that early finished 
hogs bring letter prices . 

It is necessary, however, to 
exercise somd care in feeding 
the salt.. It must not be given 
in the form of brine or concert 
rated mixture, but should be 
thoroughly pulverized and mix 
ed through the drv M-ain as 
uniformly as possible. This prn 
ctice should be followed even in 
preparing a wet feed. 

Through their investigations 
in raising more than fifteen 
hundred hogs, the 1 - 
Station officials have demonsti 
ated that Canadian farmers can 
raise Peg* more econom'caHv 
and of higher quality through 
the scientific use of salt.
